Also 
among the people that stepped out 
of the crowd, were important 
Lowell community members who 
have been involved in political 
issues concerning the Lowell 
community. Many of these peo¬ 
ple were former supporters of the 
Meehan platform, who felt that 
Meehan had betrayed the people 
who had put him in office. 

Quinn was anxious to min¬ 
gle amongst his supporters and 
eager to answer questions. He 
had decided to run for office 
because he believed that it was 
time for a political changes which 
would benefit his di.strict. At the 
start of his kickoff, as people were 
arriving at his party, Quinn greet¬ 


ed people with handshakes, and 
friendly chit-chat. The band in 
the meantime, entertained people 
with renditions of country, rock, 
and oldies played by an accor- 
dian, bass, and drums. Some 
attendees even stood up from 
their tables and went on to the 
dance floor to line dance to the 
music. Food was in abundance, 
provided by Pan Chinese Food 
Restaurant. Tables were laid out 
with piles of spareribs, chicken 
wings, and unfanthomable 
amounts of other MSG filled 
wonders. The hall in the Lodge 
was decorated with campaign 
signs and ballons, giving it a very 
festive atmosphere. 

Tom Quinn doe.sn’t have the 
funding or resources available to 
his competitor, but he hopes that 
will soon change as his grassroots 
campaign starts rolling. Anybody 
who was in attendance at the 
kickoff was greeted at the door by 
members of his staff and support¬ 
ers who solicited signatures for 
nomination pictures.

But this is it. Movies, music, and literature can no longer 
bail me out.

Or, struggling through the thousandth page of the Rise 
and Fall of the Third Most Boring Text Book Ever Written, I 
reach for my beaten copy of James Joyce’s Ulysses, and, rejuve¬ 
nated, read, absorb, breathe the words, the magnificent transfor¬ 
mation of the English language and shake my head and say, 
"Wow." Ulysses. Ody.s.sey. 

The other night (morning, really), working through the 
rough draft of a paper assignment, I realize the degree of bum my 
brain has suffered. I take a break. Fixing my favorite snack 
(plain nonfat yogurt and Grape Nuts with fresh strawberries), I 
pick-up watching Michael Cimino's The Deer Hunter where I had 
left off earlier when the sun shone and its presence did not mean 
bad things for me. The Deer Hunter, for its highly-charged 
themes and graphic violence, is a long, beautiful, patient film. 
Patient in a way I can appreciate, if not practice. The payoff for 
time spent is, of course, satisfaction, emotion, fulfillment. The 
Deer Hunter could be seen as having two halves - before 'Nam, 
and after 'Nam. The first half concludes, after coke and steel, bil¬ 
liards and football, religion and ceremony, drinking, dancing and 
deer hunting, with a moving piano composition; then the rotors 
and explosions. After Russian Roulette, chaos, confusion, hurt, 
pain and death, the film ends with a solemn toast. The glas.ses 
rise, the chills fall. 

After six years, two universities, 150 credits, five hats, 12 
ups, 2,000 downs, 200 tests, 96 papers, and 32,851 cigarettes, I 
am graduating from college. The payoff is close at hand. How do 
I feel? I don't know, really. I shed a tear the other night watching 
DeNiro’s Deer Hunter homecoming - Meryl Streep whimpering 
"Ohhh Michael;" will I cry at my own? 

Six years ago I stood on a hill in the heart of the waste¬ 
land known as Central New York, the embodiment of that cheap, 
American, middle-class commodity - the privileged, ignorant, 
wasted white kid. After a 1.0 cumulative grade-point average and 
a year spent breaking my back and getting high for seven bucks 
an hour, I returned. 

I quit dope, drank some, and made the Dean’s List - the 
reward for my diligence, temperance and hard work. I wanted to 
stand on that hill and scream "I did it!" But it wasn’t there for me. 
So I became an alcoholic. Well, one more semester and my emo¬ 
tional and financial resources were gone, my soul bankrupt. Then 
I came to UMass Lowell. That was three years ago. 

The first year, I went to bars, went to classes, went 
through the motions. I did all right, but I was still that same igno¬ 
rant, wasted white kid, plying my second-chance privilege and 
feeling bitter about it. Shortly after that first year here, I quit 
drinking for good. Somewhere in the next two years at UML, I 
believe I became a man, although the verdict on that is still out. 

My three years here have been, without understatement, 
the best of my life. The privilege has been mine, and it hasn't 
come from birthright or the hard work of my father, and his 
father, but through my own. Not entirely, no. I've had much help, 
lots of support, and for that I am grateful. But a F>erson can't be 
simply wound up, like a plastic mouse, pointed in a direction and 
be expected to reach a predetermined destination. Those damn 
toys always turn, curl back, fall down, stop. 

What I have now, what I've accomplished. I've done for 
and by myself, and no one, least of all myself, can take that away 
from me. Now, in a few short weeks, I can stand not on a hill, but 
on the bank of a river; a river 12 minutes from the very spot my 
parents years before jammed a crank in my back and twisted it; a 
lifetime and 12 minutes away, on a river bank in Lowell, 
Massachusetts, I can stand proud and shout, whisper, and know, 
/ did it. 

Even expensive cigars burn down. And it's time. Time 
to take all those years of dreams, hopes, disappointments, joy, 
pain and life and with it all seek things new and unknown for me 
to have done. Where once UML meant a rebirth for me, it now 
signifies a happy death. Reincarnated I depart. The "Real World" 
can kiss my ass -1 seek the "Spirit World." Things eternal, things 
ethereal. Time to take the scenes, chords, episodes, paragraphs 
and progressions encompassing my inspiration and make them my 
own. Time to stamp the convalescence of all things human with 
my signature. It's time I made my own art. It's just time.

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Arkansas State President Fired

JONESBORO, Ark. - The Arkansas State 
University Board of Trustees voted unanimously to 
terminate President John N. Mangieri’s contract on 
grounds of inappropriate sexual activity, sexual 
harassment, engaging in conduct inappropriate for a 
university president and insubordination. 

The April 7 vote came three weeks after 
Mangieri said he planned to resign when his con¬ 
tract expired. 

Allegations of sexual impropriety were made 
by two female employees who claimed they saw 
Mangieri masturbating in his office on separate 
occasions. One of the women also said Mangieri 
had made inappropriate sexual remarks, including 
discussion of “the test.” 

“He asked, ‘If you could have any person 
other than your husband lying next to you at night, 
who would it be?” said Marilyn Brewer, adminis¬ 
trative secretary in Mangieri’s office. Brewer said 
Mangieri told her that she “was the one he thought 
about when he gave himself the test.” 

Mangieri said he was being treated for impo¬ 
tence so he couldn’t masturbate. “I have no ability 
to have an erection,” he said at the board meeting. 

“I have tried my best for two years to give stu¬ 
dents rights on this campus, to give faculty rights on 
this campus. And you see the kind of justice your 
university has,” said Mangieri, who was later 
admitted to a hospital after suffering from exhaus¬ 
tion. 


Class Notes Media Violence 

GREENSBORO, N.C. - Students in Dr. 
Emily Edwards’ class take notes when they see 
reports of shootings, lx)mbings, plane crashes and 
car wrecks on the evening news. They pay close 
attention to “gangsta” rap music, prime-time TV 
dramas, children’s cartoons, professional sports and 
video games. 

The activities are required viewing in 
Edwards’ freshman seminar on “Violence in the 
Mass Media” offered at the University of North 
Carolina at Greensboro. 

“The students are getting a chance to examine 
a topic that they’ve probably heard a lot about and 
have been exposed to, but haven’t really studied,” 
said Edwards, associate professor of broadcasting. 
“I think it’s been an eye-opening experience for 
them.” 

Since the seminar began, there has been no 
shortage of material for class discussion. Recent 
news dramas included the Nancy Kerrigan-Tonya 
Harding story, the Menendez brothers’ trial in 
California and Lorena Bobbitt’s trial. 

The Freshman Seminars Program is part of a 
growing effort at the university to give first-year 
students special academic programming. “For a stu¬ 
dent, the freshman year is particularly critical in his 
or her development because of the big adjustment 
that has to be made academically,” Edwards said. 
“The freshman experience can be a little bewilder¬ 
ing and a little impersonal for students just out of 
high school.”

nist and radio show host Howie 
Carr that “he works four or five 
hours a day,” yet since his elec¬ 
tion in 1990 the state has lost 
100,000 jobs. Roosevelt has 
made it clear that his campaign 
will focus on economic issues. 

As a state Representative, 
Roosevelt’s most notable 
accomplishment came with pas¬ 
sage of “The Education Reform 
Act of 1993”. Roosevelt as 
Chairman of the Legislature’s 


Committee on Education, Arts 
and Humanities set out to 
reform Massachusetts’ public 
primary and secondary educa¬ 
tion system in 1991. The two 
year process to develop the 
plan, and pass the bill took 
Roosevelt to town meetings 
through out the state to flesh out 
problems and possible solutions 
from concerned citizens. The 
Act set tougher standards for 
both students and teachers, 
restored accountability in the 
schools, and increased the 
state’s investment in our chil¬ 


dren while reducing our reliance 
on property taxes as a means of 
financing public education. 

Since his March 22, 
announcement to run for gover¬ 
nor, Roosevelt has received an 
overwhelming amount of party 
support. Prominent Democrats 
include: Paul Kirk, the former 
Chairman of the Democratic 
National Committee: Jim Shannon 
a former Massachusetts Attorney 
General and Congressman; and 
long time friend Indiana gover¬ 
nor Evan Bayh. Bayh chairs the 
Dernocratic (jovernoR Association.

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It's a SAD time of year

To understand SAD, people 
must know what signs to look 
for. 

For adults and children, the 
symptoms are different because 
of maturity levels. Children get 
“antsy’’ and irritable. 
Unexplained mood swings usual¬ 
ly can be detected in the schools. 
If children are disruptive every 
winter or at a particular time of 
the school year, it could indicate 
a SAD condition. Signs such as 
declining grades, which lowers 
self-esteem, and problems in peer 
relationships can also further the 
depression. 

In adults, the disorder often 
can be detected at the workplace. 
Symptoms include an inability to 
concentrate, to perform and to 
meet work schedules on time. 
For women SAD can exacerbate 
premenstrual moods in the win¬ 
ter. 

In more severe cases of 
SAD, adults will reson to drugs 
and alcohol. In other cases, nico¬ 
tine and caffeine-laden cpffee, tea 
and chocolate usually help fight 
off behavior or symptoms that 
include being pessimistic about 
the future, feeling that life isn’t 
worth living, having difficulty in 
meeting your school or work 
schedule, an inability to concen¬ 
trate, having difficulty in waking 
up in the morning and requiring 
more hours of sleep than normal. 

SAD sufferers can turn to 
high levels of artificial light, 
which makes them feel more 
energetic. Medication, visualiza¬ 
tion, and even vacationing in 
sunny areas of the world are 
relief for them. 

Even though there are 
many people afflicted with this 
disorder, it is often overlooked. 

“I’ve heard of this disorder 
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before, but I never really thought 
about it to any length. I get 
depressed once in awhile, but it 
usually isn’t anything major,” 
said Amy Petsis, a freshman at 
Millersville University in 
Pennsylvania. 

With all the snow that has 
plagued Millersville this winter, 
it is conceivable that students and 
faculty members on campus 
could be afflicted with this disor¬ 
der. 

“It Just seems, especially 
this year, with this weather, that 
everything is happening,” said 
Junior Amanda Algier. “You 
hear about more deaths than 
usual, and it Just seems like a 
more depressed time compared to 
the past few years.” 


Job Market Improving

BETHLEHEM, Pa. - The 
1993-94 college recruiting season 
is starting to show signs of 
improvement, according to a sur¬ 
vey recently conducted by the 
College Placement Council. 

Schools said they anticipat¬ 
ed an increase in recruiting activi¬ 
ty, particularly late in the semes¬ 
ter. The improved outlook hasn’t 
affected all starting salary offers 
though. 

Starting salary offers were 5 
percent higher for humanities and 
social science graduates at 
$22,349 arid 6.8 percent higher 
for visual and performing arts 
graduates at $21,996. However, 


only minor increases were report¬ 
ed for engineering, marketing and 
accounting, while starting salary 
offers to MBA graduates continue 
to lag. 

Movies Impact Students' Lives

CARBONDALE, III. - 
Popular movies often serve as 
spiritual and educational guides 
for a significant number of young 
people, according to a recent sur¬ 
vey at the University of Illinois at 
Carbondale. 

At least 90 percent of a 
sample of 118 college students 
said movies had some impact on 
aspects of their lives ranging from 
personal appearance and romance 


to the meaning of courage and 
honor, said Alan Vaux, a psychol¬ 
ogy professor. “Movies are influ¬ 
ential, a source of vicarious expe¬ 
rience that can be quite dramatic,” 
said Vaux. 

While psychologists have 
researched the harmful effects of 
violence and sex, the benefits of 
movies have been ignored. 
“Many people don’t read any¬ 
more, so movies are a major 
source of input in their lives,” he 
.said. “Is this a positive or nega¬ 
tive influence? My su.spicion is 
that it’s both - it depends on what 
movies are made and what people 
choose to see.” 
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Newspaper Takes Heat for Holocaust Ad

law student, said he agreed that 
the newspaper has the freedom to 
print the ad, but didn't feel The 
Hurricane should serve as a forum 
for Smith's message. 

“Although offensiveness 
and controversy should not bar a 
newspaper's decision to choose 
what to print, reasonable stan¬ 
dards of journalism should pre¬ 
clude making bigotry debatable," 
Sonid said. “Advertising that the 
Holocaust is debatable, and that 
there are two sides to this story, 
misinforms the public by giving 
bigotry the appearance of validi¬ 
ty" 

Junior Steve Friedenberg's 
grandparents lost three of their 
children, their parents and their 
brothers and sisters during the 
Holocaust. Friedenberg said the 
ad has created a conflict between 
his emotions and intellectual rea¬ 


soning. 

UM President Edward T. 
Foote condemned the ad, but sup¬ 
ported the newspaper's right to 
run it. 

“As a student editor. I would 
not have run the advertisement. 
As president of a University, 
however, the standard for my 
decision must be different. I con¬ 
cede that the question is close, and 
that others will disagree with me, 
but at a University, of all places, 
we should err, if at all on the side 
of freedom of thought," Foote 
said. 

UCF admini.strators, on the 
other hand, were critical of the 
Central Florida Future's decision 
to run the ad. “The First 
Amendment does not confer a 
requirement that any new.spaper 
publish any ad that it receives," 
UCF spokesman Dean McFall 


told The Orlando Sentinel. 

According to the story, 12 
members of the Central Florida 
Future staff issued a statement 
condemning the decision to run 
the ad. Editor David Bauer told 
the Sentinel that publi.shing the ad 
was consistent with the newspa¬ 
per's goals of “the free flow of 
ideas, regardless of their populari¬ 
ty" 

The Committee tor Open 
Debate on the Holocaust, located 
in Visalia, Calif., has purchased 
similar ads in college newspapers 
for the past few years. Although 
some newspapers have rejected 
the advertisements, others have 
agreed to run them, citing First 
Amendment reasons.

CORAL GABLES, Fla. - 
Jewish organizations have protest¬ 
ed a decision by the University of 
Miami's student newspaper to 
publish an ad that questions 
whether gas chambers were used 
at Nazi concentration camps. 

A petition containing 202 
signatures was presented to The 
Miami Hurricane the day before 
publication. Students, alumni and 
residents of the Students alumni 
and residents of the Miami area, 
which is home to many survivors 
of the Holocaust, asked the news¬ 
paper not to run the ad, which 
they said was “blatantly anti- 
Semitic, hurtful and offensive to 
all of us." 

The quarter-page ad. pur¬ 
chased by Bradley Smith on 
behalf of the Committee for Open 
Debate on the Holocaust, ran 
April 12, Just days after Holocaust 
Remembrance Day established to 
remember the 6 million Jews and 
others who died in the Holocaust. 
Prayers, vigils and the continuous 
reading of names of Jewish vic¬ 
tims marked the international 
occasion. 

Meanwhile, the Central 
Florida Future, an off-campus 
publication distributed to 
University of Central Florida stu¬ 


dents, also came under fire for 
publishing a similar ad. 

“The First Amendment is 
not questionable - the paper has 
the right to run the ad. Many peo¬ 
ple, however, have que.stioned our 
decision to run the ad," said 
Editor Lynette Malinger. 

That decision was made by 
Julio Fernandez, the Hurricane's 
business manager. Fernandez said 
it wouldn't have been responsible 
for the newspaper to pretend that 
the Holocaust revisionists didn't 
exist. The $288 charge for the ad 
will be donated to the Holocaust 
Museum in Washington, D.C., he 
said. 

“We don't want people to 
think that we're doing this Just for 
the money," Fernandez said. “We 
have a lot of students, faculty and 
alumni that are suffering right 
now. We're really sorry about 
that. The reason we're running 
this is to educate people." 

A number of University of 
Miami alumni and supporters 
threatened to withdraw financial 
support because of the ad. The 
most prominent donation put in 
Jeopardy was from Dr. Sanford 
Ziff, who had planned to donate 
$2 million to the art museum and 
cancer center. A bomb threat also 
was telephoned to the president's 
office, although no evidence of 
explosives was found. 

Jason Sonid, a second-year

Angelfish 
arrived on stage to find a cold 
empty field at the University of 
Massachusetts—Lowell for the 
annual Spring Carnival. “This 
weather is like home," Manson 
said before the show. But when 
guitarist Martin Metcalfe started 
playing the opening guitar lick to 
“Dogs In A Cage" the kids started 
appearing; and paying attention. 
Manson’s voice was as crisp and 
tight, and moved with bassist Fin 
Wilson’s ripping strums. The 
band played a thirty minute set 
that contained mostly .songs from 
their new album. They also 
played a song from their EP 
Suffocate Me called “Normal 
Boy". Later Manson told me that, 
“it was a good song to play live. 
It’s fun. But it doesn’t sound as 
good on the EP. We do it better 
live." Manson’s love for playing 
live is evident. During the power¬ 
ful wailings of “You Can Love 
Her" and “King of The World" a 
smile permeates her lips.-While a 
few of the growing crowd began 
to dance the number of people 
was still sparse due to the 
inclement weather and the early 
afternoon scheduling of the show. 
“We had to get up at four this 
morning," said band manager 
Mark Swanson. Manson 
added,“AII the way from New 
York City." Evidently the band 
wasn’t informed until last night 
that the show was 12 noon, rather 
than midnight. When the band left 
the stage after a non-stop thirty 
minute set they bemoaned ail of 


I was interested in writing she told 
me how she loved All The Pretty 
Horses by Cormac McCarthy.

Candlebox, Candlebox 
(MaverickAVarner 
Bros.) 



Ronnie James Dio 
was once quoted for saying 
that “Heavy Metal would 
never die.” With the current 
uprising of such bands as 
Danzig, the Cult, and now 
Candlebox this seems to be 
true. As the attractiveness of 
such bands as Great White 
faded during the mid to late 
‘80s due to its bland repeti¬ 
tion of cliche' drumbeats 
and guitar solos that got 
prettier and prettier Heavy 
Metal was sure to meet a 
fate that in all conclusive¬ 
ness was definitely 
deserved. 

Candlebox follows a 
popular formula of singing 
soft a verse, then being real¬ 
ly loud on the next, and 
returning to softness on the 
third. A formula that was 
fawned upon when done by 
the Pixies some ten years 


ago, and was recently capi¬ 
talized upon greatly and 
deemed as the ‘90s sound or 
the music by which 
Generation X bands sing 
when used such grunge 
rock bands as Nirvana. 
Candlebox’s use of circular 
pacing in such songs as 
“Change” and their first sin¬ 
gle “You” works to their 
advantage. The songs in the 
middle of the album that 
include “No sense”, “Far 
behind” and “Blossom” are 
steady and slower paced 
tracks are good enough not 
to be called ballads, and 
spare listeners of anything 
close to being melodramat- 
icly depressing. Although 
“Far Behind” could use 
about a five second trim on 
it’s guitar solo it’s not long 
enough to agitate it’s quali¬ 
ty. “Rain” has a calm bluesy 
loginning that could catch 
an ear faster than anything 
loud or quick. As singer and 
songwriter for the band, 
Kevin Martin’s rising 
vocals in “Mother Dream” 
isn’t unique, but fetching 
just the same. The album 
rounds itself out with their 
blatant Zeppelin influenced 
“He calls home” which eas¬ 
ily could be the best song on 
the album.

City of Lowell can't put up $$$

The fears of many 
have come to fruition. At a 
press conference late last 
night, the mayor of the city 
of Lowell expressed con¬ 
cern that Lowell would not • 
be able to come up with 
their share of the $45 mil¬ 
lion price of a new arena. 

He said "I'm con¬ 
cerned that Lowell will not 
be able to come up with our 
share of the $45 million 
price of a new arena." 

Governor Weld and 
Chancellor Hogan were 
both optimistic that, despite 
this setback, the arena 
would be built as sched¬ 
uled. 

Both men admitted, 
however, that some cut¬ 
backs would have to be 
made. 

For example, in the 
original plans for the arena, 
there was supposed to be a 
state of the art zamboni 
machine to clear the ice 
between periods at hockey 
games.

backed out on their third of 
the bill, zamboni might not 
be state of the art. Actually, 
Chancellor is looking into 
the feasibility of other 
options. He is considering 
having each student spit on 
the ice between periods, 
and then have the Editor of 
the Connector go out with a 
squeegee mop to smooth it 
over. 

Weld felt that more 
drastic measures were 
called for.

Setting the Record Straight 


In Defense of Brian 


I deeply regret that 1 have to 
write this article in response to 
Terri Stack's editorial entitled 
“Favoritism or Irony?" but 1 feel 
that I have no choice but to 
respond, as my integrity has been 
brought into question by her.

Of course I 
knew my roommate was the Vice- 
President of the EMT Society, but 


as I told Terri, I didn't think it 
would be fair to single out one 
individual on one club without 
checking the eligibility of all of 
the officers on all of the other 
SGA recognized clubs. That 
would be an injustice to my room¬ 
mate. Just the same, I wouldn’t be 
in favor of disbanding a club such 
as the Commuter Association, 
which Terri is the President of, 
because it didn't have the neces¬ 
sary minimum number of mem¬ 
bers required by SGA to be recog¬ 
nized. I feel that it would have 
been unfair to the Commuter 
Association to enforce the rule on 
it and not investigate the other 
clubs, who may also have mem¬ 
bership difficulties (Terri, I am 
well aware that the Commuter 
Association got a special dispen¬ 
sation in December. However, 
that was not in place when I 
chaired Governance last school 
year, and the Commuter Associa¬ 
tion was still having it's member¬ 
ship problems). 

The quote Terri attributed to 
me that I told my roommate not to 
worry about it and that 1 would 
take care of his eligibility prob¬ 
lems is absolutely untrue.

Voice Response System for Reg¬ 
istration and Information 

The university has recently 
installed a telephone Voice 
Response System. This technolo¬ 
gy will allow you, from the com¬ 
fort of your home or dorm room, 
to call into the computer system to 
register for classes, perform 
Add/Drop transactions, listen to 
your schedule, obtain your current 
or last semester grades, and gain 
access to other computerized 
information. 

At this time, personnel in the 
Office of Enrollment Services and 
the Administrative Computer 
Center are busy implementing and 
testing the system. The first mod¬ 
ule that will be made available is 
the “Grade-Reporting” program. 
This will allow you to dial in and 
obtain this semester's grades as 
well as other academic statistics 
such as grade point average and 
total credits earned. 


As soon as the “Grade- 
Reporting” module is in place, all 
day and evening students both 
undergraduate and graduate will 
be notified by mail of how to gain 
access to the system. This letter 
will also inform students of their 
Personal Identification Number 
(PIN#) which, in addition to their 
Student identification Number, 
will identify them to the system 
and allow them access to their 
information. 

The next application to be 
made available will be for Regis¬ 
tration and Add/Drop. This will 
also apply to all students and 
should go on-line during the 
beginning of July. The telephone 
voice respon.se system will allow 
both day and evening students to 
register completely for fall 1994 
courses or to modify an existing 
schedule through adds and drops. 
The module will also allow stu¬ 
dents to call in and access their 


schedule at any time. 

Please note: While this sys¬ 
tem will provide an easier and 
more convenient method for most 
students to enroll for classes, it in 
no way diminishes the need for 
students to be properly advised. 
For this or any registration system 
to be successful from an academic 
perspective, .students must ensure, 
through faculty advising, that they 
are enrolling in courses consistent 
with the requirements of their pro¬ 
grams of .study. 

Over the summer, the staff 
of Enrollment Services and the 
Administrative Computer Center 
have plans to develop, test and 
make available additional voice 
response functions that will give 
you greater access to information 
and provide you with a level of 
service that would be otherwise 
impossible to provide. 


For those of you who had the 
pleasure of reading the first part 
of this article, I have some 
answers for you. I spoke with 
someone who deals with Project 
Restart who explained things to 
me. To be in Project Restart you 
mu.st have a cum of 1.7 or lower. 
Student Government and affiliates 
(ie. Activities Commission and 
Student Court) require students to 
carry a cum of 2.0 or higher, 
therefore individuals on Project 
Restart can not participate in 
those organizations. They can 
participate in other clubs, but they 
can not hold an officer's position. 
Whether Brian’s friend continues 


to do so or not, I don't know. I 
was also assured that he has no 
say in this matter, so despite what 
he said, his power is imagined. 

So for any of you in Project 
Restart who were told you can not 
be in a club, you were misin¬ 
formed. I would probably say if 
there were extenuating circum- 
.stances; however, this privilege 
may be revoked. So Join, Join, 
Join and have a great time, but 
remember, you are here for acade¬ 
mics first.

UMass Lowell Hockey: 
Awards, Captains Announced 


Press Release 

Individual awards for the 
University of Massachusetts 
Lowell hockey team’s 1993-94 
season, the most successful in its 
11 -year Division One history, and 
captains for the 1994-95 were 
announced at the team’s annual 
breakup dinner hosted April 16 
by the Friends of UMass Lowell 
Hockey at the Knights of 
Columbus Hall in Tewksbury, 
Massachusetts. 

UMass Lowell enjoyed its 
finest season since moving to 
Division One in 1983. The Chiefs 
finished the 1993-94 campaign 
25-10-5 overall, placed second in 
HOCKEY EAST and reached the 
league’s post-season tournament 
championship game at the Boston 
Garden. UML received its first 
Division One NCAA tournament 
berth since 1988. The Chiefs beat 
Michigan State University, 4-3, in 
East Lansing, Michigan before 
losing to the University of 
Minnesota, 2-1, in the second 
longest game in NCAA Division 
One tournament history (89:29). 

Senior goalie Dwayne 
Roloson received the team’s 
Most Valuable Player Award in 
an unanimous vote by the players, 
and the Friends of UML Hockey 
Most Valuable Player Awards as 
voted by the fans. Roloson, the 


hockey program’s first Division 
One First Team All-American, 
posted a 2.76 goals against aver¬ 
age, a school record .909 save 
percentage, and a 23-10-7 record 
in his final campaign. He was 
named H(3CKEY EASTs Player 
of the Year and a first team all- 
star, and the New England 
Hockey Writers’ Leonard Fowle 
Award winner as the most valu¬ 
able player in New England. 

Senior right wing Normand 
Bazin received three awards 
voted upon by the players. He 
was the recipient of the “Gus” 
Coutu Award as the player who 
best exemplifies the spirit of the 
UML hockey program, the 
Unsung Hero Award, and the 
Most Improved Player Award. 
Bazin had a career high 20 goals 
and 15 assists for 35 points this 
season after scoring just four 
goals and five assists during his 
junior season, and 12 goals and 
21 assists in his first three .sea¬ 
sons. 

Freshman center-left wing 
Greg Bullock was named by his 
teammates as the 1993-94 Rookie 
of the Year, and was voted by the 
fans to receive the Friends of 
UML Hockey Seventh Player 
Award. Bullock led the Chiefs in 
scoring this season with 24 goals 
and a rookie record 35 assists for 
59 points. He was named HOCK¬ 


EY east's Rookie of the Year 
and a second team all-star, and 
the New England Hockey Writers 
Rookie of the Year Award. 

Freshman defenseman Ed 
Campbell was voted the team’s 
Best Defensive Player Award. 
Campbell tallied eight goals and 
16 assists for 24 points, the most 
by a rookie rear-guard since the 
team moved to Division One, and 
the most by any rookie defense- 
man since tom Mulligan had 35 
points in 1978-79. He led the 
team in penalty minutes with 114. 

Senior defenseman Kerry 
Angus was selected by the coach¬ 
ing staff as the recipient of the 
Coaches Perseverance Award. 
Angus, whose mother passed 
away last spring, had a career best 
10 goals and 16 assists for 26 
points. 

Head coach Bruce Crowder 
announced that sophomore center 
Jeff Daw was elected captain for 
the 1994-95 team. Junior defense- 
man Aaron Kriss was named an 
alternate captain. Crowder also 
announced that a second alternate 
captain would be named in the 
fall during training camp. 

Daw netted six goals and 12 
assists for 18 points this season 
while Kriss lit the lamp five times 
and added 10 assists for 15 
points. 



As I enter the final stretch'of my collegiate career it seems 
almost a rite-of-passage to look back reminiscently on last four years 
of my life. Where did the time go? My “college years” will forever 
leave a lasting impression on my life. In retrospect, there are countless 
memories I can draw upon to describe my journey. However, if I 
were to sum up my collegiate career in one word I would have to 
say.... “People.” 

In my four years at UMass Lowell I have experienced more tan 
I could possibly tell you about. The PSC. Tlie Connector. Parties at 
the football house; red condos; brown condos; and green condos. 
Hockey games. Frat parties. Spring carnival. I could go on for ever. 
These are the events that I will never forget. In looking back though, 
is is the people at UMass Lowell that I will always remember. 

Every morning I would tiredly drudge over to Costello Gym at 
6:45 am to open up the building. From 7am to 9am I was the building 
supervisor. To say 1 “opened the building” would be misleading 
though. I could always count on two things in the morning: (I) Lou, 
the janitor, would be there to greet me, and (2) Lou would greet me 
with a smile. To say Lou loves his job would be presumptuous, he 
was not one to complain nor boast. More fittingly, Lou loves life. In 
the four years that I have known Lou I have never seen him in a bad 
mood. Of the hundreds of tasks I have watched Lou perform. I’ve yet 
to see him complete one without humming at least one tune. If every¬ 
one approached their work, and more importantly their life, in the 
same manner Lou does... the world would be a much happier place. 

In life thee are three types of motivation, motivation of fear, 
motivation of incentive, and internal motivation. Tlie first two are 
self explanatory. For instance fear of jail motivates us to obey the 
law, and the incentive of getting paid and having money motivates us 
to get a job. The third, internal motivation, is not as easy to explain. 
It is the force that drives us to do things we don't have to do, things 
we are not rewarded for. The best example I could give of internal 
motivation is the Connector staff. My associates do not get paid. 
They receive no course credits. They are driven simply by an internal 
desire to contribute. They single handedly unite three campu.ses, the 
60% commuter population, resident students, athletes, faculty, staff 
and administration at this university. Their efforts go unrecognized, 
but they don't do it for recognition. They do it because they take pride 
in making a difference. They are not the only ones at UMass Lowell 
that are internally motivated. People like Brad and Joan in the Rec- 
Sports office. Sports Information Director B.L. Elfring, Student 
Activities Director Mary Connelly and countless others are shining 
examples. They don't work at UMass Lowell to “pick up a paycheck.” 
They are here because they are internally motivated to contribute and 
to make a difference. They make UMass Lowell a better place. 

I have learned three valuable lessons in college. Not lessons in 
the classroom, but in life. I have learned the importance of happiness, 
the importance of motivation, and finally the importance of showing 
enthusiasm. My grandfather, who passed away this past winter, told 
me ** Enthusiasm is an outward glow of an inward conviction.*' I am 
convinced no one at this university displays more enthusiasm than 
Johnny Defreitas, the facility supervisor at Costello Gym. Johnny has 
more pride in the UML athletic department than anyone I know. He's 
the first to compliment Ian Hebert for a game winning goal or Darlene 
Orlando-Ciarcia for breaking another basketball record, but he's quick 
to criticize Dwayne Roloson for allowing a suspect goal (a very rare 
occurrence) or Dana Boudreau for throwing an ill-advised pass. 
Johnny truly believes in the athletes at UMass Lowell, and it shows. If 
everyone had a conviction as strong as Johnny's, If we all had some¬ 
thing we truly believed in, something that we took as much pride in, 
we would all be better people. 

In conclusion, I want to thank all the “people” at UMass Lowell 
that have made a difference. The students, the teachers, the coaches 
my roommates, the athletes, my friends, the faculty and staff and any¬ 
one I left out. From the chancellor to the janitor, you have all made a 
difference. I encourage everyone reading this to take take a closer 
look at those people around you that have made a difference. In doing 
so, I have realized how blessi^ 1 am, and for that.... I thank you all.
